One 
of the men caught hold of the -deg which 
had been aronsed and kept it from. doing 
harm to the intruders, and when the scoun- 
drels had collected jewelry and clothing 
to the value of about Foo they decamped, 
ster throwing their victims, bound and 

weed, oon the | floor. Miss Batemasi 
was stiffering cansideribly, her face being 
greatly scratched and the roof of her 
mouth laceraled by the gag which the men 
forcibly inserted as she lay helpless in bed. 


Yrhe amah was also brutally handled, ond lost 


several of her teeth while struggling with the 
men, When the ruffians had left the house with 
the plunder in their possession, Miss Hateman, 
after considerable exertion and thoroughly 
exhausted in her enfeebled condition on'ac- 
count of her iliness; kradually managed to 
relense herself, and after having done tso she 
directed her attentions to her amah, whom she 
succeeded at length in frecing from the violent 
restraint placed upoa her by the bindings ‘and 
gag. Assistance was then ‘summoned from 
Miss Rateman’s next. door neighbours, with 
whose aid the outrage was promptly reported 
at the Central Police Station,” By this time 
the men’ bad already gained considerable 
advance over the police in the flight to evade 
their capture. This morning both Miss Bate- 
man ond her amab were sufering fram the 
eficcts of their rough treatment ‘and many. 
sympathetic inquiries have’ been made, The 
police have the matter in band and we trust 
they will bring the culprits to justice and that 
they will be punished with the utmost rigour of 
the law. The task of the Police is not a light 
éne, however, and the difficulty is increased by 
the fact that Miss Bateman is unable to iden- 
tify the burglars, She has a recollection that 
the men appeared to be dressed in long white 
robes after the style of hnise-boys. That the 
robbery was deliberately planned there can be 
no doubt; for on a previous occasion’a few 
days since Miss Bateman had an envelore; 
purporting to be a missive, handed to her in 
much the saine manner as was that by means 
of which the bold perpetrators of the- latest 
crime in our records gained admittance into 18, 
Belilins Terrace yesterday. No punishment’ 
can be too severe for cowardly rascals, who, do 
not hesitate to take mean advantage of helpless 
ladies in a house, unguarded and unprotected.
